AMERICAN  BUTTER. 
It  is  a  subject  for  congratulation  anil  some  stir- 
piise  that  of  61  samples  ol  American  butler  official- 
ly tested  in  England  not  one  was  adulterated.  It 
is  a  gieat  compliment  to  our  dairy  exports,  and  in 
view  of  the  complain's  that  the  exports  of  oleo. 
margarine  are  spoiling  the  market  for  our  dairy 
butter,  we  may  be  a  little  astonished  nt  a  result 
which  ought  to  be  made  known  in  every  country 
whither  we  send  dairy  goods.  We  may  also  take 
a  little  malicious  pleasure  111  (he  fact  that  Germany, 
which  has  made  so  much  trouble  about  alleged 
adulteration  of  aiticles  of  lood  from  this  country 
showed  the  large*!  amount  of  adulteration,  34  per 
cent,  of  the  specimens    from    that   country    being 

adulterated.  Next  in  degree  of  badness  came  Hol- 
land, a  couniry  long  noted  lor  in  dairy  products, 
and  even  Denmark,  where  so  much  has  been  done 
in  the  last  few  years  L>  raise  the  standard,  and 
whose  bmter  commands  as  good  a  price  in  Eng- 
land as  the  best  domestic  article,  supplied  several 
specimens  ol  imitation,  or  adulterated  butter.  If 
the  United  States  (anneis  would  take  l he  same 
pains  and  empby  the  same  scientific  methods  as 
the  greater  part  ol  ihe  Danes,  the  amount  of  butler 
and  cheese  they  could  export  would  be  immensely 
increased  and  the  price  they  got  would  be  much 
belter  than  at  present  In  the  meanwhile  we  are 
thankful  that,  if  not  the  b  st  that  can  be  made, 
American  butter  is  so  generally  pure  that  the  Brit- 
ish officials  did  not  get  hold  of  a  single  adulterated 
lot  in  61  samples,— A'.  V.  Journal  of  Commerce. 
May  19. 

PROFITABLE  CO-OPERATION. 
'Ihe  annual  meetmg  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Co- 
operative Society  of  London  was  held  recently  and 
the  report  oi  ihe  business  of  the  society  for  1895 
waspiesented.  The  enormous  figures  show  how 
popular  the  co-operative  idea  has  become  in  Great 
Britain.  The  report  stated  that  the  sales  during 
the  year  had  amounted  to  $14,632,000,  and  the 
miscellaneous  revenue  to  $32,200,  making  a  lotal 
of  $14,^64,000.  The  gross  profit  (or  the  trading, 
manufacturing  and  miscellaneous  accounts  amount- 
ed to  $1,849,790,  and  the  working  expenses  to 
$1,126,060,  leaving  a  net  profit  ol  $722,725, 
which,  with  the  $127,950  brought  from  last  ac- 
count, made  a  profit  ol  $851,675.  Deducting  from 
that  amount  the  sum  of  $31,100  paid  for  inte-im 
dividend  and  interest  on  bonus,  a  b.ilanceof  $820,. 
575  remained  in  hand,  out  of  which  the  dir*ct<rrs 
recommended  that  a  dividend  should  he  paid  for 
Ihe  six  months  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, and  that  a  bonus  of  £1  10s.  p-*i  share  should 
be  declared  ree  of  income  lax  (absorbing  $450,- 
000$)  ;  $5,000  was  recommended  10  be  handed 
over  to  ihe  provident  (mid;  $20,000  to  the  man- 
agers'special  remuneration  fund;  and $33,750  as 
cash  gratuities  to  sub-managers  and  weekly  em- 
ploye-, such  gratuities  to  be  at  the  rate  of  two 
weeks'  pay  to  those  who  had  served  the  society  for 
ten  years  and  upwards,  and  one  week's  pay  to 
those  who  had  served  ihe  society  for  five  years  and 
upwards  ;  $5,000  was  recommended  to  be  added 
to  the  contingency  fund;  and  afler  providing  for 
'  depreciation.  &c,  $164,225  remained  to  be  cairied 
forward.  The  trading  account  showed  the  value  of 
the  groceries,  tobacco,  wine,  ftc.,  on  January  28, 
1895,  to  be  $709,360,  and  purchases  of  tlie  same 
$6,636,835.  The  stock  o(  groceries,  tobacco,  wine, 
&c,  sold  was  97,500,910,  and  in  stock  on  Febru- 
ary 3,  1S96,  $729,105. 

One  of  the  results  of  refusing  an  American  reg- 
ister to  the  ship  Charles  R.  Flint  was  that  the 
American  consul  at  Pemambuco  would  do  nothing  " 
for  the  Americans  in  the  crew,  though  the  Ger- 
man consul  provided  transportation  for  his  coun- 
trymen who  escaped  from  the  burning  ship.  The 
refusal  of  succor  to  Americans  wrecked  on  a  for- 
eigu  ship  may  be  designed  lo  deter  Americans  from 
the  crime  of  buying  foreign-built  ships,  but  it  will 
probably  be  wholly  ineffective.  The  hardships  of 
American  seamen  employed  by  American  owners 
of  a  ship  built  in  England  and  sailed  under  the 
Nicaraguan  flag  may  be  incurred  in  the  good  cause 
of  building  up  the  American  merchant  marine,  but 
will  be  as  useless  as  the  other  devices  resorted  to 
to  that  end.—  N.   V.  Journal  oj  Commerce. 

—The  following  is  a  description  of  the  latest 
marine  invention  :— The  new  marine  appliance,  the 
eophone,  which  is  the  work  of  a  Baliimorean,  Mr. 
F.  De  la  Torre,  is  to  be  used  on  the  steamboats 
of  the  Baltimore  Sie.un  Packet  Co.,  and  the  Ala- 
bama is  the  steamer  to  be  equipped  with  it.  By 
means  of  the  eophone,  an  officer  of  a  vessel  can 
locate  sounds  fifteen  and  twenty  miles  distant. 
Ihe  whistling  of  steamers,  the  noise  of  fog  bells, 
horns,  whistling  buoys  and  other  warnings  can  be 
traced  to  within  a  few  feet  of  their  sources,  thus 
enabling  the  pilot  to  avoid  collisions  and  the  dan- 
ger of  running  aground.  The  sound  waves  are 
conveyed  to  the  ear  of  the  operator  through  tubes 
connected  with  Ihe  eophone.  He  can  sit  in  the 
cabin  or  wheelhouse  and  while  entirely  protected 
from  the  weather  can  use  it  successfully.

A  TRIP  TO  MEXICO. 
The  principal  food  of  the  poorer  classes 
of  Mexicans  is  torlilles,  or  corn  cake,  ami 
frijoles,  or  red  Mexican  beans.  Corn  is  one 
of  the  staple  products  of  lire  country  and  is 
raised  and  sold  everywhere.  The  machinery 
for  grinding  the  corn  is  of  the  simplest  ami 
most  ptimilive  kind,  and  is  the  same  as 
used  by  the  Egyptians  in  the  time  of  the 
Ptolemies.  A  woman  goes  down  on  her 
knees  before  a  flat  stone  about  2  feet  square, 
and  covers  it  with  grains  of  corn,  takes  a 
stone  about  the  size  of  a  brick  in  eacli  hand 
and  rubs  and  pounds  until  the  corn  is  re- 
duced to  the  proper  fineness.  She  then 
mixes  it  with  water  and  takes  some  of  it  in 
the  palm  of  her  hand  and  rubs  it  unlil  it 
assumes  the  size  and  shape  of  an  ordinary 
griddle  cake,  and  then  it  is  fried  on  a  1  i tile 
charcoal  furnace,  as  cooking  stoves  arc  un- 
known in  Mexico,  They  then  take  a  tor- 
lilles in  their  left  band,  and  using  it  as  a 
plate,  fill  it  with  frijoles  ;  then  taking  an- 
other tortilles  in  the  right  hand,  and  rolling 
it  up,  use  it  as  a  spoon  ;  then  they  eat  the 
plate  and  the  spoon,  then  wash  it  down 
with  a  little  pulque  from  a  pigskin,  and 
their  meal  is  finished  and  there  are  no  dishes 
to  wash. 

Much  ol  their  agricultural  machinery  is 
of  the  simplest  and  most  primitive  kind. 
Wagons  and  ox-carts  with  wheels  made 
from  great  blocks  of  wood  without  tires  and 
wooden  ploughs  with  one  handle  are  in 
common  use  in  the  farming  sections,  ft  is 
said  tirat  a  strong  prejudice  exists  against 
the  introduction  of  improved  agricultural 
and  labor-saving  machinery,  as  they  believe 
that  its  introduction  would  still  further  re- 
duce the  price  of  labor.  A  salesman  for  a 
plough  manufacturer  said  the  first  thing  they 
did  with  an  American  plough  was  to  saw 
one  handle  off  in  order  to  make  it  re- 
semble a  Mexican  plough  as  closely  as 
possible. 


Mules  are  used  on  their  tramways  and 
stage  routes.  Two  of  them  are  hitched 
abreast  to  the  polo,  three  abreast  ahead 
of  them  and  sometimes  four  abreast  ahead 
of  them,  milking  nine  in  all,  and  then  when 
the  roads  will  permit,  they  trie  driven  on  a 
gallop  at  a  very  rapid  rate. 

The  Mexican  beasts  of  burden  are,  first, 
men  and  women,  and  second,  buiros  —the    at  night, 
men  and  women  being  wonderful  burden    be  rung 
bearers.     It  is  a  common  thing  to   see  a    and   then 
long  procession  of  them  going  to  market    cried, 
Willi  a  load  of  truck  on  their  backs  greatly    Holy  (in 
exceeding  their  own  weight,     They   rarely    death 
ever  walk,  but  have  a  kind  of  trolling  gait,     ll 
which  must  carry  them  forward  at  about  the 
rale  of  live  miles  an  hour.     What  the  camel 
lias  been  to  the  A1.1I1  in   the  great  Asiatic 
deserts,  the  burro  has  been  to  the  Mexican. 
The  burro  is  a  hardy,  patient  animal  about 
one-half  the  size  ol  1111  ordinary  mule,  living 
to  a  great  age,  and  someone  has  said,  thriv- 
ing best  on  tomato  cans  and  broken  glass. 
For  more   than  three  hundred  years  he  has 
been  lire  railroad,   the  stage-coach  and  the 
prairie    schooner    of    Mexico.     Unlil    the 
building  ol  the  railroads   die  entire  inter- 
state commerce  of  Mexico   was  carried  on 
the  backs  of  these  little  beasts,  and.  in  fact, 
many  impoititnt  places  today  that  are  not 
reached  hy  railroads  have  only  bridle  paths 
so  sleep  and  difficult  that  they   can  only  bt 
climbed  by  these  patient,  plodding  animals, 
thousands  of  which  are  still  employed  in 
transporting  goods  from  one  point   to  an- 
other.     Long  use  has  given  the  driver  great 
skill  in  packing  the  loads  on  their  backs.    It 
is  a  strange  sight  to  see  a  hundred  or  more 
of  them  'toiling   up  the  mountain    passes 
loaded  with  pigskins  tilled  with  pulque,  or 
bags  of  charcoal,   or  bundles   of  maschele 
wood,  or  a  load  ol  corn  stalks  many  times 
larger  than  they  are  themselves. 

When  Cortez  arrived  in  Mexico  he  found 
that  the  Azlecs  possessetl  great  quantities 
of  silver  and  that  the  Indian  silver  workers 
hail  attained  great  skill  in  manufacturing 
beautiful  silver  ornaments.  Spanish  silver- 
smiths admit  that  the  Indians  far  exceeded 
them  in  designing  ami  producing  beautiful 
ornaments  in  silver  and  gold.  Fabulous 
stories  are  told  of  the  richness  of  some  of 
the  silver  mines  ol  Mexico.  It  is  believed 
that  a  conservative  estimate  of  the  silver 
produced  in  Mexico  since  the  conquest  will 
amount  to  $4,000,000,000  worth,  or  lolly 
three-eights  of  the  production  of  the  whole 
world  during  that  lime. 

The  present  production  is  about  $50,- 
000,000  per  annum.  Some  English  and 
American  capitalists  have  purchased  mines 
and  introduced  new  methods  and  new 
machinery,  but  most  of  the  mines  arc 
worked  in  the  same  primitive  manner  thai 
prevailed  more  than  three  hundred  years 
ago. 

I  was  told  dial  there  were  two  mines  in 
Zacalecas  where  the  ore  was  being  brought 
to  the  surface  from  a  depth  of  1,500  led  on 
the  hacks  oi  men,  the  average  burden  being 
about  150  punds. 

Wihle  some  deposils  of  coal  have  been 
found  and  while  some  sections  have  an 
abundant  supply  of  water,  yet  the  greatest 
need  of  Mexico  arc  these  two  great  neces- 
sities of  modern  civilization  and  progress. 
It  is  found  not  only  impossible  to  utilize 
electric  power  for  mining  and  mechanical 
purposes  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of 
fuel  and  water,  but  so  large  a  portion  of  the 
soil  of  Mexico  is  barren  and  unproductive 
that  it  is  said  that  if  a  crow  should  under- 
take to  fly  any  great  distance  if  would  have 
to  tote  its  own  provisions  or  else  starve. 
Certainly  there  are  vast  tracts  of  land  utterly 
barren  of  all  vegetation,  not  only  in  Mexico, 
but  in  New  Mexico,  Colorado  and  Arizona, 
that,  when  irrigated,  will  produce  marvelous 
crops,  showing  that  all  that  is  wanted  is  an 
abundant  supply  of  water  to  make  the  "de- 
sert blossom  as  the  rose"  and  produce  suffi

be  made  rich  and  productive  farm  lands 
and  the  happy  homes  of  millions  of  pros- 
perous, contented  people. 

The  names  of  Hidalgo,  Juarez  and  Diaz 
occupy  ill cj  same  position  in  Mexico  as  is 
occupied  by  die  names  of  Washington, 
Lincoln  and  Grant  in  the  history  of  our 
own  country,  and  yet  Hidalgo  and  Juarez 
were  pare  blooded  Indians  and  Diaz  is  said 
to  be  be  three-fourths  Indian  blood. 

Hidalgo  was  the  first  Lo  raise  the  standard 
of  revolt  against  Spain  and  the  tyranny  ol 
the  Spanish  viceroys.  He  was  a  Calhujic 
priest  of  the  parish  ol    Dolores,   and,    with

ed  at  various    places  along    die  mule   have 
been  eagerlv  snappe  1  up. 

It  is  estimated  thai  fully  a  million  and  a 
half  of  pe,i|ilc,  many  uf  them  from  the 
uttermost  puts  of  [he  empire,  witnessed 
lu-day's  great  spectacle,  which  will  go 
down  in  Russian  history  as  the  greatest 
pageant  ever  seen  in  the  dominions  of  the 
White  Czar,  Tliose  who  witnessed  ihe  cor- 
onation festivities  of  the  late  Alexander  111 
in  18S3,  said  that  even  more  eagerness  was 
exhibited  on  this  occasion  than  then,  ami 
that,  if  possible,  the  crowds  were  greater 
and  the  splendor  more  abundant.  The  ut- 
most liberty,  consistent  with  proper  disci- 
pline and  order,  was  allowed,  and  the  faith- 
ful Muscovites  and  Russians  had  the  fullest 
privilege  of  witnessing  the  official  entry  ol 
their  Czar  inlo  his  ancient  capital. 

A  few  clouds  showed  themselves  about 
n  o'clock,  but  nn  the  whole  the  weather 
was  most  propitious.  The  decorations, 
which  had  been  injured  by  the  rain  ol 
vesterday,  hail  all  been  renewed  and  every- 
thing presented  a  most  brilliant  appearance. 
Early  this  morning  the  streets  were  alive 
with  people,  who  had  slept  in  or  roamed 
about  the  streets  all  night,  and  crowds 
swarmed  at  every  point  along  the  line  of 
procession. 

At  the  head  of  the  procession  marched 
about  250  policemen.  Next  came  three 
squadrons  of  Circassians  and  Don  Cossacks 
in  brilliant  scarlet  unilorms,  with  their  car- 
bines al  resl.  Big  stalwart  men  they  were, 
riding  beautiful  high-mettled  horses.  At 
their  head,  on  a  black,  horse,  rode  Prince 
Dolgoruki,  grand  mas.er  of  ceremonies,  in 
full  uniform,  followed  by  bis  escort  and 
mounted  drummers  and  trumpeters  of  the 
horse  guards.  At  their  appearance,  the  ad- 
miration of  the  crowd  burst  forth  into  hur- 
rahs and  shouts  of  pleasure,  while  the  press- 
ing of  the  throng  that  lined  the  pavement 
on  both  sides  rendered  it  difficult  for  the 
soldiers  that  kept  the  way  to  preserve  the 
straight  line.  Then  came  200  red  uniform- 
ed Cossacks,  whose  appearance  was  as  pic- 
turesque as  that  of  their  predecessors. 
These  were  followed  by  forty-one  Asiatics, 
who  were  the  cynosure  of  all  eyes.  Then 
uniforms  were  dazzling  visions  ofbarbarbic 
magnificence    and    costliness.     They    wore 
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gorgeous  coals  covered  with  gold  ornaments 
and  bespangled  with  beautiful  jewels.  On 
their  heads  were  gold,  red  and  blue  turbans, 
and  over  their  shoulders,  in  graceful  folds, 
were  thrown  rich  yellow  silk  gowns.  At 
the  head  of  these  potentates  of  the  east 
rode  the  Khan  of  Kiva  and  the  Emir  of 
Bokhara. 

They  were  followed  by  twenty-seven  dep- 
uties from  the  Cossack  tribes,  attired  in  blue 
and  silver  uniforms,  a  hundred  noblemen 
in  uniform,  attended  by  sixty  valets  in  yel- 
low coats,  red  breeches  and  white  stock- 
ings, lour  negroes,  with  red  turbans,  choc- 
olate-colored robes  and  red  breeches,  and 
fourteen  musicians  in  red  and  blue  uni- 
forms. 

Then  came  several  carriages,  painted  red 
and  gold,  in  which  rode  twenty-four  gentle- 
men uf  the  chamber,  attired  in  green  ami 
gold,  followed  by  twelve  chamberlains  on 
horseback.  Immediately  after  came  several 
gorgeous  coaches,  drawn  by  four  or  six 
horses,  conveying  ministers  and  other  dig- 
nitaries. The  coachmen  and  postilions  wore 
white  wigs. 

The  next  in  the  line  was  a  field  marshal, 
leading  a  squadron  of  the  Czar's  hussars  of 
the  guard,  one  company  each  of  the  guard 
regiments  of  Pavlovsk,  then  a  squadron  of 
dragoons  in  dark  green,  followed  by  grena- 
diers with  ancient  helmets,  engineers  and 
chasseurs.  After  them  came  a  high  officer 
of  the  imperial  stable,  leading  fifty  liveried 
footmen,  lackeys,  pages  and  other  servants 
of  the  royal  household  on  foot.  Then 
followed  another  master  of  ceremonies, 
mounted  on  a  white  horse,  leading  a 
marshal,  who  was  followed  by  bearers  of 
the  imperial  standard  with  the  family  arms 
of  the  Emperor.  Behind  the  standard  rode 
deputies  of  the  Asiatic  tribes  and  peoples 
of  the  east.  Behind  them  were  borne  five 
standards,  on  which  were  respectively  em- 
blazoned the  arms  of  the  Tcherkask,  Ar- 
menia, Kabada,  Georgia  and  Karataline, 
by  mounted  unarmed  men,  in  robes  of  civil 
office,  the  horses  of  each  led  by  two  sub- 
alterns. This  section  ;vas  followed  by  forty 
standards  of  the  various  provinces  and  states 
of  the  empire.  They  were  carried  by  mount- 
ed men,  whose  horses  were  also  led  by 
subalterns.  In  their  wake  came  many  more 
banners  of  the  army  and  navy,  interspersed 
with  royal  standards  of  black,  yellow  and 
white.  Behind  these  marched  groups  of 
deputies  from  the  various  trades  and  guilds 
of  Russia.  The  next  section,  headed  by  a 
mounted  master  of  ceremonies,  consisted  of 
officials  in  civil  robes,  bearing  the  shield: 
of  Schleswig-Holstein,  Taurida,  Siberia 
Finland,  Poland,  Astrakan,  Kasan,  Nov 
gorod,  Vladimir,  Kieffand  Moscow,  Afte; 
these  came  various  groups,  with  masters  of 
ceremonies  at  their  heads,  and  consisting  of 
merchants,  citizens  and  peasants  from  Mos- 
cow and  rural  towns,  the  mayor  of  Moscow, 
in  robes  of  office,  followed  by  the  city  sec- 
retary, and  the  masters  of  the  various 
trade  guilds,  carrying  the  symbols  of  their 
societies.  Then,  representatives  of  all  the 
provincial  zomstvos  or  assemblies,  of  the 
nobility  of  Moscow  and  the  country,  and 
of  the  various  courts  of  justice  of  the  entire 
empire,  Separated  from  the  latter  by  a 
troop  of  huntsmen  with  horn  and  dagger 
and  in  uniforms  of  green,  came  in  rapid 
succession  numerous  court  and  official  dig- 
nitaries, either  mounted  or  in  gorgeous  gala 
coaches,  which  had  been  regilded  for  the 
occasion. 

Now  came  one  hundred  Chevalier  guards, 
with  silver  eagles  on  their  burnished  hel- 
mets and  wearing  white  tunics,  and  one 
hundred  household  guards,  with  gold  hel- 
mets and  purple  tunics. 

Then  there  was  a  hiatus,  and  the  thou- 
sands upon  thousands  of  the  spectators 
knew  that  the  Czar  of  all  the  Russias,  Czar 
of  Moscow.  Kieff,  Vladimir,  Novgorod, 
Astrachan.  Pologne  and  Siberia,  and  other 
innumerable  titles,  was  coming. 

His  Majesty  was  preceded  by  the  imperial 
erand  marshal,  Count  Pahien,  and  two 
squadrons  oi  cuirassiers,  with  eagle-crested 
helmets. 

Riding  a  pure  white  horse  and  attired  in 
the  full  general's  uniform  of  the  ever  faith- 
ful  Preobajensky  regiment  came  the  young 
autocrat  of  ali  the  Russias.  He  sat  erect 
and  looked  every  inch  the  Ccesar  he  is.  He 
constantly  saluted  in  response  to  the  saluta- 
tions of  '.he  multitude,  who,  upon  the  first 
sight  of  his  majesty,  raised  the  shout  pe- 
culiar to  the  Russians,  which  is  a  prolonged 
rear.  This  was  taken  up  on  all  sides,  and 
swelled  into  a  perfect  hurricane  of  sound. 
His  majesty  was  immediately  followed  by 
the  various  male  members  of  the  Russian 


imperial  family,  the  grand  dukes,  foreign 
sovereigns  or  their  representatives,  the  min- 
ister of  war  and  die  generals  and  officers 
of  the  suite,  a  gorgeous  throng  in  glitter- 
ing uniforms.  Behind  them  rode  the  gen- 
erals and  aides-de-camp  of  die  Emperor 
and  those  attached  to  the  suites  of  the 
foreign  princes  and  representatives, 

Preceded  by  a  regiment  of  grenadiers  at- 
tached to  the  palace  came  the  Czarina  riding 
aione  in  a  magnificent  gilded  state  carriage, 
drawn  by  four  pairs  of  cream-colored  hor- 
ses, flanked  by  two  esquires-at-arms  and 
guarded  in  the  rear  by  two  Cossacks. 


THE  FATE  OF  CUBAGUA. 

It  was  not  until  his  third  voyage  that 
Columbus  discovered  the  mainland  of 
America.  Cruising  south  from  Trinidad, 
he  encountered  the  immense  volumes  of 
water  flowing  out  of  the  mouths  of  the 
Orinoco.  Following  the  direction  oi  the 
stream,  he  succeeded  in  making  a  landing 
and  communicated  with  the  natives.  He 
found  at  Cubagua  pearl  fisheries  in  full 
operation.  Here  upon  the  top  of  an  almost 
entirely  submerged  island,  furnishing  neither 
trees  nor  water,  was  founded  the  first  colony 
of  those  Europeans  who  opened  the  history 
of  Spanish  conquest  in  South  America. 
Sheds  were  erected  on  the  island,  wood  and 
water  brought  from  the  mainland,  the  na- 
tives set  to  work  bringing  up  the  pearl 
oysters,  and  upon  this  basis  of  wealth  gra- 
dually rose  a  city  with  costly  churches  and 
fine  residences.  Other  Spaniards  came  out. 
In  1527  Charles  V  granted  it  a  royal  char- 
ter. The  Indians,  who  had  been  so  ready 
to  assist  the  new-comers,  were  reduced  to 
slavery,  and  New  Cadiz,  as  it  came  to  be 
known  under  the  charter,  was  soon  not 
a  market  for  pearls,  but  a  market  lor  human 
beings,  who  were  brought  in  and  seared 
with  irons  by  men  who  knew  no  pity. 
After  fifty  years  of  infamous  prosperity,  a 
hot  sun  rose  one  morning  over  Cubagua. 
Before  night  the  hurricane  had  swept  the 
island  into  its  former  nakedness,  and  master 
and  slave  had  met  a  common  fate.  Its 
complete  disappearance  had  been  even  more 
sudden  than  its  building  up.

EVEN-HANDED  JUSTICE, 
With  a  population  within  60  per  cent,  of  that  of 
the  United  States  the  United  Kingdom  returned 
last  yenr  a  revenue  to  the  government  of  $510,'- 
000,000,  against  our  $390,000,000.  But  the 
amount  of  the  revenue  represented  the  full  measure 
of  imperial  laxalion,  while  ours  stood  for  only  that 
part  of  the  sum  of  national  taxation  which  is  called 
"direct."  When  Great  Britain  ceased  to  tax  the 
consumer  ol  bread  for  the  suppott  of  the  land 
owners,  it  also  ceased  to  tax  the  people  t-i  pay 
bounties  for  the  encouragement  of  manufacturers. 
It  has  grown  rich  by  this  policy  of  even-handed 
justice  to  producer  and  consumer  with  a  rapidity 
that  no  people  wedded  to  the  other  policy  has  at 
nil  approached.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
who  was  the  author  of  the  wise  saying  quoted  by 
Plutarch  :  "The  first  destroyer  of  the  liberties  of 
a  people  is  he  who  first  gave  them  bounties  and 
largesses,"  for  this  a  truth  which  the  world  seems 
to  find  it  very  hard  to  learn. — [Boston  Herald. 


THE  LIGHT  OF  THE  FUTURE. 
A  most  remarkable  exhibit  in  the  electrical  .ex- 
position lha!  opened  in  New  York  yesterday  will 
be  n  room  lighted  without  lights— not  an  artificial 
light  as  humanity  now  conceives  it,  or  as  made 
with  gas  01-  incandescent  electric  lights,  but  a  new 
type  of  light,  rivaling  daylight  ;  a  pure  whiteness 
that  ensis  no  deep  shadow,  X).  McFarlan  Moore, 
the  exhibitor,  rails  it  the  "light  of  the  future." 
The  light  is  a  result  of  electricity,  but  can  scarcely 
be  called  an  electric  light.  It  is  produced  in  a  glass 
tube,  about  two  and  a  half  inches  in  diameter  and 
ten  to  twelve  feet  long.  The  tube  is  partially  ex- 
hausted of  air.  A  powerful  current  of  electricity 
is  introduced  into  the  tube,  and  by  this  light  is  pro- 
duced.  This  long  tube  is  disposed  of  in  a  room  by 
placing  it  on  the  picture  rail  or  secreting  it  behind 
the  rail.  It  is  claimed  for  this  new  light  llmt  it  is 
virtually  davligbt  and  that  photographs  mav  he 
taken  by  it.  The  li'e  of  the  tube  as  a  light-giver  is 
a  mystery  which  is  exciting  the  electricians,  for  it 
begins  to  look  as  if  it  were  a  Keely  motor  and 
would  go  on  forever.  In  Mr.  Moore's  workshop 
one  of  these  lubes  has  been  in  service  for  several 
weeks,  with  no  sign  of  exhaustion, — Cincinnati 
TiiceCurrettt.U&y  14. 


WHEN  Congreve  rockets  were  first  introduced 
into  the  navy,  the  British  admiral  on  the  Brazil 
station  proposed  to  exhibit  to  the  king,  D.  J<  ao 
VI.,  the  effect  of  these  formidable  projectiles,  lbs 
majesty  consented,  and  the  whole  court  were  ac- 
cordingly assembled  in  the  balconies  of  the  palace 
at  Rio,  for  ihe  purpose  of  witnessing  the  spectacle. 
By  some  mishap,  of  very  frequent  occurrence  in 
the  early  history  of  these  missiles,  at  the  moment 
of  firing  the  tube  turned  round,  and  the  rocket, 
instead  of  flyng  over  to  Praia  Grande,  tod;  the 
opposite  direction,  and  fell  and  exploded  in  the 
great  square,  almost  beneath  the  windows  of  the 
palace,  The  consternation  of  the  king  was  only 
equalled  by  the  mortification  of  the  admiral,  who 
immediately  despatched  an  officer  on  shore  to  ex- 
plain the  cause  of  the  eontietemps  to  his  majesty, 
and  offering  to  let  off  another,  but  the  terrified 
monarch  would  not  hear  of  it.  "I  have  a  great 
respect."  said  he.  "for  my  good  allies  the  English, 
but  after  dinner  they  are  absolutely  fit  for  noth- 
ig,"  an  observation  which  clearly  indicated  to 
hat  cause  his  majesty  attributed  the  unfortunate 
restiit.  of  the  exhibition.

About  the  greatest  achievement  in  the  line  of 
economic!  ofthe  founder!  of  the  United  Suites  was 
die  provision  that  there  lhauld  be  no  customs  tar- 
iff between  stales,  Some  of  the  states,  notably 
Rhode  Island,  reluctantly  resigned  the  right  to  pro* 
tect  t!  10 m selves  against  the  pauper  competition  of 
Other  slates.  Hut  the  proiperlty  ol  this  country  is 
very  intimately  connected  with  the  fact  that  owing 
to  this  wise  stipulation,  and  the  subsequent  addi- 
tions to  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  there 
baa  been  free  trade  over  a  region  stretching  from 
ocenn  to  ocean  mid  from  the  great  lakes  to  the  Rio 
Grande.  This  absence  of  inter-state  tariffs  has  not 
resulted  in  advantage  to  the  older  sections  only; 
it  has  not  doomed  the  new  west  to  perpetual  agrb 
Culture  on  account  of  the  competition  of  the  long 
established  manufacturing  interests  ofthe  east.  Ii 
has  resulted  to  the  veiy  great  advantage  of  all, 
Mexico,  whose  tardy  development  is  closely  con- 
nected with  the  protection  of  each  state  against  the 
Competition  ofthe  others,  has  at  last  abolished  the 
inter-state  taxes,  The  states  will  have  to  resort  to 
diicct  taxation  probably  to  make  good  the  de- 
ficiency  in  their  revenues,  but  tliey  will  he  aston- 
ished lo  find  how  much  their  prosperity  is  incrcas- 
ed  by  removing  the  obstacles  to  commerce  be- 
tween  the  several  parts  of  the  country.  China  and 
Turkey  will  retain  for  a  long  lime  their  scheme  for 
promoting  the  prosperity  of  each  province  by  levy- 
ing duties  on  imports  front  other  provinces. — 
A'.  Y.  Journal  of  Commerce,  May  18, 

The  foregoing  statement  of  the  indisput- 
able advantages  which  the  United  States  lias 
derived  from  unrestricted  trade  between  the 
states,  is  worthy  of  thoughtful  consideration 
herein  Brazil.  We  do  not  claim  that  every- 
thing which  has  resulted  beneficially  to  the 
Anglo-Saxon  republic,  will  produce  equal- 
ly beneficial  results  in  Brazil,  for  allowances 
must  be  made  for  character,  temperament, 
prejudices,  customs,  laws,  geographical 
position,  political  character  and  various 
other  conditions.  Because  local  self-gov- 
ernment has  led  to  good  results  in  New 
England,  it  does  not  follow  that  it  will  lead 
to  the  same  results  in  Pernambuco,  The 
material  results  of  this  inter-state  free  trade, 
however,  are  not  dependent  altogether  upon 
these  personal  factors,  and  it  may  be  as- 
sumed that  ihey  would  develop  quite  as 
freely  here  as  in  any  other  part  of  the  world. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  restric- 
tions which  have  been  imposed  by  every 
'Brazilian  state  upon  domestic  commerce  is 
having  a  very  prejudicial  influence.  They 
have  been  placed  upon  both  imports  and 
exports,  and  with  the  result  of  increasing 
the  costs  of  living  on  every  side  and  of 
benefiting  no  one  but  a  few  greedy,  in- 
triguing manufacturers.  The  general  effect 
has  been  to  increase  prices  much  more  rap- 
idly than  wages  and  in  a  far  greater  degree 
than  incomes,  and  much  distress  lias  result- 
ed. No  one  will  question  the  statement 
that  much  more  difficulty  is  now  encounter- 
ed in  meeting  common  daily  expenses  than 
lias  ever  before  been  known  in  this  country. 
It  is  a  matter  of  almost  daily  experience  to 
meet  people  who  can  not  possibly  meet  the 
meanest  expenses  of  food,  clothing  and 
shelter.  All  this  is  of  course  not  due  to 
the  restrictions  placed  upon  inter-state  com- 
merce, but  that  much  of  it  is  due  to  that 
cause  can  not  be  contested. 

Under  normal  conditions,  restrictions  upon 
the  importation  of  foreign  manufactured 
goods  ought  not  to  largely  increase  the 
prices  of  agricultural  products.  Neither  ought 
a  fall  in  exchange  to  increase  the  price  of 
home-grown  black  beans.  If  we  restrict 
the  free  interchange  of  these  domestic  pro- 
ducts, however,  the  surplus  of  one  locality 
can  not  be  used  to  meet  the  deficiency  of 
another,  the  natural  profits  of  the  producer 
are  wasted,  and  the  general  tendency  will 
be  to  increase  prices  all  around.  If  the  colo- 
nist farmers  ofthe  south  could  have  cheap- 
er transportation  and  free  access  to  the  mar- 
kets of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Sao  Paulo,  they 
could  supply  us  with  food  products  in  such 
abundance  as  to  materially  reduce  the  prices 
of  these  articles  to  us.  Their  gains  would 
make  them  consumers  of  many  things  these 
markets  produce,  and  with  the  taxes  now 
imposed  abolished  they  would  be  able  to 
supply  themselves  at  a  much  lower  cost. 
There  would  be  greater  prosperity  on  both 
sides  and  commerce  would  soon  be  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  This  has  been  the 
experience  in  the  United  States,  and  wc  see 
no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  the  exper- 
ience in  Brazil.  . 

If  any  one  state  could  produce  everything 
it  required,  then  it  might  face  the  conse- 
quences of  so  selfish  and  short-sighted  a 
policy,  but  there  is  not  a  single  state  which 
can  do  this.  They  are  all  dependent  upon 
outside  products,  and  there  is  not  one  of 
them  that  could  escape  extreme  suffering 
were  some   formidable    obstacle,  such  as  a 


blockade,  to  shut  them  off  from  their  custo- 
mary supplies, 

Cheap  products  and  an  active,  healthy 
trade,  then,  are  necessary  factors  in  that 
national  prosperity  which  is  so  ardently  de- 
sired. Until  these  things  are  secured  life 
here  will  he  merely  a  succession  of  miseries 
and  disappointments. 

River  Plate  Items 


—The  Paraguay  government  has  furwnrded  a 
bill  to  congress,  making  the  decimal  meti  ic  system 
obligatory  throughout  the  country  from  January 
1st,  1897, 

—A  portion  of  the  Argentine  squadion  will 
leave  mi  a  trip  to  Brazilian  waters  early  in  August 
and  will  piobably  be  away  about  two  months  visit- 
ing  the  ports  up  the  coast. 

—On  the  25th  inst,  masses  were  said  for  S.ihU 
nha  da  Gaina  at  Montevideo  and  at  .ill  the  towns 
on  the  Rio  Grande  border,  The  attendance  of 
both  Brazilians  and  Uruguayans  was  very  large, 

—The  May  vital  stithlics  of  Montevideo  show 
6M7  births  (105  illegitimate),  137  marriages  an  1 
369  deaths.  There  were  5,879,  port  arrivals  and 
5,918  departures.  The  population  was  estimated 
at  242,644 

— !l  is  said  that  the  expense  of  the  recent  Ar- 
gentine national  guard  mobilization  will  amount  to 
nearly  $3,000,000.  In  view  of  the  financial  and 
economic  situation  ofthe  country,  il  may  be  asked 
if  such  a  waste  of  money  can  be  justified. 

—According  to  the  returns  published,  the  total 
number  of  20-year-old  men  forming  the  mobilisa- 
tion of  the  Argentine  national  gunrd  during  the  last 
sixty  days  throughout  the  whole  of  the  republic, 
was  21, 343,  including  officers  and  commanders. 

—The  Italian  consul  at  Li  I'lala  fell  off  his  bi- 
cycle on  the  241b  and  broke  his  leg.  The  whole 
country  is  agitated  about  il,  hi  all  probability  the 
Argentines  *ill  manifest  their  sympathy  by  means 
of  a  grand  civic  procession  and  a  score  of  speeches. 
— According  to  cable  advices  the  Italian  military 
engineer  imported  lo  prepare  plans  for  an  Argen- 
tine military  port,  says  that  the  consl ruction  of 
such  a  port  at  Bahia  Blanca  will  cost  $25,000,000 
gold.  Is  bankrupt  Argentina  prepared  to  under- 
take an  enterprise  like  this  ? 

— The  charter  for  the  projected  new  national 
bank  at  Montevideo  appears  to  have  been  drafted 
on  the  lines  ofthe  celebrated  Mayrink  banks.  The 
privileges  and  concessions  granted  to  the  bank  are 
enough  to  crusb  all  freedom  of  business  in  the 
country.  Il  can  never  be  good  policy  to  create 
such  a   monopoly. 

— It  is  reported  that  the  Argentine  minister  of 
war  proposes  to  lease  lands  in  certain  parts  of  the 
country  on  which  to  raise  forage  for  the  cavalry 
horses.  Why  not  lease  la  nds,  also,  for  the  pro- 
duction of  wheat  to  feed  the  men,  and  create  special 
distilleries  to  supply  both  man  and  beast  with 
water?     It  would  he  quite  as  sensible. 

—Due  to  the  failure  nf  the  Australian  wheat 
crops,  quite  a  trade  is  springing  up  between  the 
Cape  anil  Argentina,  Several  vessels  have  already 
cleared  with  full  cargoes  of  wheat  and  maize,  and 
several  have  taken  mules.  The  ss.  Bruxelles  has 
now  been  chartered  to  load  mules  for  thai  port, 
and  the  ss.  Oakley  will  load  2500  tons  wheat  in 
Rosario  f.ir  the  same  destination.  —  Review,  Buenos 
Aires. 

—News  has  reached  us  that  a  great  commercial 
union  is  lo  be  formed  in  Montevideo  in  which  all 
the  Idling  merchants,  importers,  and  exporters 
will  join,  in  onler  to  protect  their  interests,  It  is 
not  a  league  against  employees  and  workmen  but 
ay  ai  11st  the  many  arbitrary  measures  ofthe  govern- 
ment which  they  intend  to  lonn.  As  such  it  is 
highly  commendable  and  might  have  good  results. 
As  the  government  is  made  up  entirely  ol  profes- 
sional politicians  ami  commercial  men  figure  by 
their  absence  in  I  be  chambers  il  would  be  pood  tn 
present  such  a  strong  front  to  the  ignorant  laws 
and  exactions  o(  the  government  and  force  it  to 
look  lo  the  commercial  interests  ol  the  coun'ry. — 
Times,  Buenos  Aires. 

— The  latest  news  from  Tucuinan  and  the  other 
supar  growing  provinces  is  as  sad  and  sorrowful 
as  it  was  a  month  ago.  The  phenomenal  rains 
that  began  in  April  continued  up  Lo  the  middle  of 
June,  and  as  soon  as  they  stopped  nn  unusual  and 
phenomenal  cold  set  in.  The  planters  are  all  in 
consequence  in  a  suicidal  mood,  and  some  of  them 
declare  that  they  will  not  begin  the  sa/ra  this  year 
or  cut  the  sugar  cane  at  all,  The  rains  have  dam- 
aged nearly  one-half  of  the  crop  and  for  the  other 
half  the  syndicate  offers  them  barely  an  alms  to 
keep  them  from  starvation.  It  ought  to  cure  any 
one  from  believing  in  protectionism,  yet  some 
people  are  slow  to  learn  when  they  are  not  the 
losers.  —  Tirnes,  Buenos  Aites. 

— Since  the  day  that  we  learnt  that  young  Fred. 
Krnls  had  been  shot  by  a  brother  officer,  wlnse 
only  excuse  fir  the  deed  appears  lo  be  that  ha 
thought  that  Kruls  was  going  to  draw  a  weapon  on 
him,  we  have  been  anxiously  scanning  the  columns 
of  La  Nation,  La  Prensa  and  El  Diario,  to  find  a 
word  of  reprobation,  of  horror,  ol  protest  against 
the  foul  deed,  and  wc  sincerely  regret  lo  say  that 
we  have  found  none,  After  reporting  the  murder 
as  an  "incidents:  sangriento,"  and  expressing  a 
few  hollow  words  of  sympathy  with  the  family  of 
the  poor  boy,  the  papers,  one  and  all,  appear  to  be 
anxious  to  hush  the  matter  up.

It 
must  be  confessed  that  the  last  loan  was  not 
a  success,  and  also  that  it  is  very  doubtful 
whether  a  new  loan  could  now  be  placed  in 
Europe  oil  anvthine;  like  favorable  terms, 
This  being  the  ease,  it  will  Ih' 
Brazil  mu-t  depend  wholly  on  he 
sources  f..r  some  time  to  come, 
that  an  internal  loan  is  not  admis 
vet,  and  ih.it  the  revenue  is  total! 
cient  to  meet  even  the  ordinaiy  expendi- 
tures. What  then  is  to  be  done  .-  The 
siatcs  are  plunging  into  extravagant  ex- 
penditures and  are  industriously  exploring 
L-veiv  t  txable  recourse.  They  are  even  im- 
posing du;ies  on  imports,  which  is  forbid- 
den hy  the  constitution,  iw\d  are  levying  im- 
port and  export  duties  on  domestic  products 
passing  from  one  state  to  another.  .Some 
of  them  also  have  established  stamp  taxes, 
compelling  the  use  of  local  stamps  i:i  addi- 
tion to  those  which  the  national  government 
requires  on  business  documents.  This  of 
course  leaves  but  few  recourses  for  the  na- 
tional government,  unless  the  unfurtunate 
citizen  is  to  be  subjected  to  duplicate  tax- 
ation throughout.  Where  then  is  the  na- 
tional treasury  to  go  for  the  additional  rev- 
enue so  urgently  needed  ?  If  the  protec- 
tionists prevail  the  import  duties  will  be  so 
increased  that  the  foreign  produc;  will  be 
excluded  from  this  market  altogether,  and 
that  means  a  icss  oi  revenue.  U  the  needs 
of   the  treasury  are  considered,  however, 


Thr  experience  of  the  past  two  seasons 
would  seem  to  indicate  something  radically 
wrong  in  the  methods  of  disinfection  here 
in  Brazil.  The  failure  was  most  marked 
perhaps  in  the  case  of  the  Italian  cruiser 
Lnmbardia  at  Ilha  Grande,  where  three  dis- 
infections, said  to  be  thorough,  (ailed  to 
destroy  the  germs  ol  yellow-fever.  Then 
there  were  the  several  cases  of  cattle  steamers 
the  preceding  year,  the  failure  ol  every  san- 
itary measure  to  check  the  spread  of  conta- 
gion here  in  liio  de  Janeiro,  and  the  signal 
failures  in  various  Sao  Paulo  towns  to  sub- 
due yellow-fever  and  destroy  its  germs.  In 
repealed  instances  the  fe\er  has  reappeared 
as  soon  as  a  new  arrival  appeared,  showing 
thai  cither  the  methods  or  the  materials 
employed  were  absolutely  worthless.  In 
this  city,  both  small-pox  and  yellow-fever 
have  continued  to  spread  in  spite  of  the 
disinfections  made.  In  view  of  all  this  it 
is  worthy  of  consideration  whether  the 
work  was  done  carelessly  and  ineffectively, 
or  whether  the  disinfectants  used  have  failed 
in  [Id  the  work  expected  of  them.  If  the 
ollicials  are  at  fault,  then  the  authorities 
should  oblige  them  to  do  their  work  thor- 
oughly ;  if  the  materials  are  at  fault  then 
something  else  should  be  Lried.  It  is  idle 
of  course  to  go  on  spending  money  and 
incommoding  people  merely  for  a  worthless 
formality.  In  our  opinion  the  sanitary 
authorities  should  thoroughly  investigate 
tins  subject  before  wasting  any  more  money 
and  risking  any  more  lives.  There  should 
be  some  protection  in  these  recourses 
against  infection,  and  we  have  no  doubt 
but  what  there  is  if  they  are  rightly  applied. 
The  authorities,  therefore,  should  thorough- 
ly investigate  the  methods  employed,  and 
for  the  future  should  give  the  most  minute 
instructions  in  regard  to  them. 
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OUR  COMING   VISITORS. 

According  to  the  official  programme,  a 
party  ol  sonic  thirty  representative  business 
men  will  leave  New  York  to-morrow  on  a 
three  months'  trip  to  the  east  coast  ofSouth 
America,  for  the  purpose  oi  visiting  the 
three  republics  oi  Brazil,  Argentina  and 
Uruguay.  The  excursion  is  said  to  have 
been  undertaken  in  response  to  invitations 
extended  by  the  governments  ol  these  re- 
publics, which  are  to  entertain  the  excur- 
sionists while  here.  In  Brazil  we  have 
heard  nothing  at  all  in  regard  to  this, 
though  we  have  understood  that  the  Ameri- 
can minister  at  Buenos  Aires.  Mr.  Buchan- 
an, really  originated  the  affair  and  has 
made  extensive  preparations  for  the  recep- 
tion and  entertainment  ol  the  visitors. 

According  to  the  official  programme,  the 
party  leaves  New  York  for  Southampton  on 
[uly  isi.  After  spending  two  days  in  Lon- 
don It  will  again  embark  at  Southampton 
on  July  nth,  on  the  Royal  Mail  steamer 
Danube,  for  South  America.  The  party 
will  not  leave  the  Danube  before  reaching 
Buenos  Aires,  where  il  will  be  received  be 
Minister  Buchanan  and  representatives  of 
the  Argentine  government. 

The  programme  is  a  little  mixed  in  re- 
gard to  Argentine  geography,  but  after  sift- 
ing out  such  mistakes  as  that  of  going  north 
ol  Tucuman  to  visit  Mendoza,  and  riding 
through  the  wheat  districts  of  Santa  Fe  and 
Entre  Rios  on  a  special  train,  we  gather 
that  the  visitors,  after  seeing  the  sights  in 
the  Argentine  capital,  will  visit  the  prov- 
inces of  Santa  Fe,  Cordoba,  Tucuman  and 
Mendoza.  It  is  intended  to  spend  ten  days 
onlv  in  Argentina,  which  is  not  sufficient 
lor  a  half  of  the  work  laid  out.  The  trip 
north  will  take  a  week  at  least,  and  that  to 
Mendoza  tour  or  five  days  more.  The 
sights  of  Buenos  Aires  will  take  at  least  two 
hard  days'  work,  and  the  banquets  at  least 
half  a  dozen  evenings, 

The  party  then  will  cross  over  to  Monte- 
video, where  another  course  of  ^".ertain- 


menis  will  be  provided,  but  of  courss  Uru- 
guay can  be  seen  in  a  very  lew  days.  The 
time  allotted  to  that  country  is  not  given, 
The  excursionists  then  come  to  Rio  de 
Janeiro  where  Minister  Thompson  and  the 
Brazilian  government  are  to  take  them  in 
hand.  Tlie  programme  for  this  country  is 
a  little  vague.  A  special  train  is  to  take 
them  through  the  coffee-producing  district 
in  San  Paulo,  and  then  in  Santos,  and  ban- 
quets are  to  be  provided,  of  course.  Unless 
something  more  than  this  is  done,  we  fear 
that  they  will  see  but  little  of  the  coflee 
districts,  the  best  of  which  lie  far  beyond 
S;lo  Paulo,  nor  will  they  gel  much  of  an  idea 
ol  Brazil,  A  copper  cent  laid  on  an  ordin- 
ary atlas  map  of  Brazil,  with  one  lialfrest- 
the  Atlantic  ocean,  will  cover  all 
see  of  Brazil,  except  the  cities  of 
d  Pernambuco.  The  duration  of 
the  visit  here  is  not  (liven,  but  as  the  excur- 
sionists are  to  be  back  in  New  York  at  the 
end  of  September,  and  as  about  two  months 
of  that  time  will  be  spent  at  sea,  it  may  be 
assumed  that  the  visit  here  will  be  a  very 
short  one. 

"The  object  of  the  trip,"  says  the  official 
programme,  "in  to  convey  to  the  people  of 
the  United  States  through  the  members  ol 
this  party  a  mure  thorough  and  more  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  the  resources  of  the 
countries  which  will  be  visited,  and  to  indi- 
cate the  means  by  which  the  trade  between 
the  nations  interested  can  be  enlarged  and 
extended.  Willi  these  ends  in  view  the 
parly  will  be  made  as  broadly  representative 
of  American  commercial,  manufacturing 
and  financial  interests  as  may  lie  possible. 
Each  member  of  the  paity  will  be  expected 
to  represent  some  paittcular  branch  ofbusi- 
ness,  the  interests  of  which  he  will  consider 
throughout  the  trip,  and  upon  returning 
each  member  will  be  expected  to  prepare  a 
report  embodying  the  results  of  his  obser- 
vations and  study  during  the  tour.'' 

How  serious  business  men  can  expect  to 
arrive  at  such  results  in  so  brief  a  time,  we 
q.xw  not  understand.  If  a  patty  of  French- 
men, unable  to  speak  a  word  of  English, 
were  to  visit  the  United  Slates,  landing  at 
New  York  and  going  by  rail  to  Boston  and 
return,  they  would  be  doing  just  about  what 
this  American  parly  proposes  to  do  in  Bra- 
zil. Were  the  Frenchmen,  then,  to  under- 
take an  elaborate  report  on  the  resources  ol 
the  United  States  and  on  the  best  means  by 
which  their  trade  with  that  country  could 
be  enlarged  and  extended,  there  would  be  a 
broad    smile   across  the    whole  continent. 

Of  Brazil  the  visitors  will  see  very  little. 
Let  them  consider  that  it  would  take  about 
a  month  for  them  to  go  by  coasting  steamer 
from  Rio  Grande  to  Para  and  Maiulis,  ,iud 
that  in  such  a  journey  they  will  pass 
through  al  least  lour  great  commercial  dis- 
tricts in  which  marked  differences  exisi  in 
the  requirements  of  trade.  Let  them  con- 
ider,  also,  tint  they  are  studying  twelve  to

Depuiy  Luiz  Domingues  de'ended  llie  bll  and 
Deputy  Gly^eiio  spuke  in  favor  of  llie  nioiinn  of 
Deputy  Jose  Carlos.  Depuiy  Bevilaco.ua  suggest- 
ed postponing  the  <liscus>i"n  until  it  shall  have 
been  asceriamed  wheiher  ihe  bill  is  in  harmony 
with  ihe  general  plan  for  means  of  communication.

and  fur  illegally  widening  ihe  gauge  of  that  road, 
Depuiy  VictOiino  Monteiro  defended  tlie  Santos 
dock  company.  Deputy  Lnmounier  Godofredo  op- 
posed the  bill  for  fixing  the  20th  of  December  as 
ihe  day  (01  holding  the  general  congressional  elec- 
iions. lie  said  thai  congress  had  given  a  seat  to 
Dr.  Costa  Machado  who  had  not  been  elee'ed, 
He  [ensured  the  majority  in  congress  for  exclud- 
ing ihe  minority  from  the  committees  and  he  ac- 
cused those  who  now  hold  office  of  seeking  to  es- 
labiish  a  dynasty  in  iheir  interest.  Deputy  Gly- 
cerio  said  that  the  previous  speaker  was  incon- 
sistent in  claiming  10  support  President  Piudente 
de  Moraes  and  in  opposing  at  llie  same  time  the 
pany  that  elected  him.  The  bill  was  also  discuss- 
ed by  Deputies  Jose-  Carlos,  Oscar  Godoy  and  Cas- 
siano.  The  chamber  rejected  several  bills,  includ- 
ing lint  for  removing  the  Dahia  navy-yard  and  that 
for  granting  an  exclusive  privilege  lor  ihe  manu- 
facture of  rubber  wheels  and  tires.  On  motion  of 
Deputy  Jose  Carlos  tlie  bill  on  the  renewal  of  the 
contract  with  the  Companhia  Geral  de  Melhora- 
mentos no  Maranhao  was  postponed. 

Jl'N'i-  26.— Senate.—  The  committee  on  finance 
reported  in  lavor  of  tlie  appropriarion  for  paying 
z,2^o,oool?  to  tlie  Companhia  Cosleira  and  Lage 
Bros,  for  losses  sustained  during  ihe  naval  revo- 
lution. Senator  Fires  Ferreira  atlacked  the  Com- 
panhia Lloyd  Brazileiro  whose  office,  he  said,  dur- 
ing the  naval  revolution  was  the  centre  of  plots  . 
against  the  government.  This  company,  he  asseit- 
ed,  lives  at  the  expense  of  the  treasury  and  renders 
the  worst  kind  of  service  in  return  for  ihe  subsidies 
which  it  receives.  On  board  its  steamers  there  is 
neither  order  nor  cleanliness.  The  servants  are 
insolent,  the  commanders  are  poiverless  to  enforce 
discipline  and  the  sanitary  conditions  are  extreme- 
ly bad.  He  accused  the  company  of  endeavoring 
to  evade  its  obligation  to  touch  at  ihe  port  of 
Amarracao,  and  against  this,  be  said,  while  he  is 
able  10  lift  up  his  voice  in  the  senate,  he  will  ever 
protest.  Senator  Gomes  de  Castro  acknowledged 
that  the  general  slate  of  the  company  is  nol  satis- 
factory. Jn  fact,  he  said,  the  company  began  bad- 
ly and  has  never  been  able  to  improve.  He  con- 
tended, however,  that  ihe  steamers  are  well  officer-

—The  >taie  of  Sao  Paulo  is  building  a  public 
road  from  Jalmtfcabal  to  Taboado  on  the  Parana 
river,  The  engineer  in  charge,  Sr.  Olavo  AuguMn 
Hummel,  recently  applied  to  the  slate  treasury  for 
100,000$  on  account  ol  tint  enterprise* 

—The  yellow.fever  epidemic  at  S.  Cot-Ion  do  Pi- 
nhal,  S,  Paulo,  is  said  to  be  completely  extinct. 
Owing  the  Five  months  (January  tn  MByj  of  its  ex- 
iiteuce,  it  eaused  the  death  of  336  persons,  of 
whom  311  were  foreigners,  principally  Italians, 

—There  was  a  conflict  on  ihe  line  of  the  Soroca* 
ban*  railway,  about  16  kilometres  out  of  Silo  Paulo, 
on  t lie  21st  Inst,  between  employe's  of  the  TittC 
improvements,  works  and  those  of  a  planter  named 
Kadrlgues.  Two  of  the  latter  were  wounded  with 
gunshots. 

—At  Nletheroy  on  the  23rd  lust,  one  man  was 
severely  wounden,  another  slightly  injured  and  n 
building  damaged  lo  the  extent  ol  iq,ooo$oqo  by 
the  fall  of  scaffolding  at  the  Santa  Clara  factory, 
Two  other  men,  who  were  on  the  scaffolding  ai 
the  time,  escaped  unhurt. 

— Tn  the  S.  Paulo  leRislntute  there  has  been  in- 
troduced a  bill  for  giving  Carlos  Gomes  a  pension 
of  24,OOO$0O0  per  annum.  The  bill  fui  ther  pro- 
vides that  after  his  death  eaqh  of  his  chihhen  shall 
receive  a  pension  of6,ooo$ooo,  the  daughter  re- 
ceiving on  her  marriage  a  dowry  of  30,000$. 

—A  telegram  of  the  271b  inst.  from  Sergipe  says 
that  recently  many  persons  in  that  stole,  ^ame  of  ■ 
whom  are  beads  of  families,  have  been  illegally 
forced  lo  enlist  In  the  army.  They  are  now  on 
iheir  way  to  Rio  de  Janeiro,  where  it  is  to  be  hoped 
they  will  be  set  at  liberty  and  obtain  redress  far 
the  arbitrary  treatment  to  which  ihey  have  been 
subjected. 

—  On  the  20lh  inst.  nrann  named  Nascimenlo 
was  run  over  on  the  S.  Vicente  steam  tram  line  at 
Santos  and  had  both  ankles  crushed.  In  spite  of 
his  cries  the  engine  driver  refused  to  slop,  and  left 
him  there  on  the  line.  The  next  train  picked  him  up 
and  lie  was  then  taken  lo  the  hospital.  That  drivrr 
should  get  ten  years  hard  labor,  and  llie  company 
should  pay  damages. 


Provincial  Notes 


—In  the  year  1895  there,  were  2,356  deaths  in 
the  city  of  Para. 

—Up  to  the  25th  inst.  20  gambling  saloons  had 
been  closed  in  S.  Paulo. 

—It  is  repotted  that  the  51I1  corps  of  police  in 
Sao  Paulo  is  to  be  disbanded. 

—The  French  steamer  Chili  made  its  last  trip 
from  Lisbon  to  Santos  in  12  days. 

—A  popular  subscription  has  been  started  in  SSo 
Paulo  for  the  creation  of  a  conservatory  of  music. 

—Three  passers  of  counterfeit  notes  have  recent- 
ly been  arrested  in  Uberabinha,  Minas  Geraes. 

—One  of  the  planter  accused  of  complicity  in 
the  manufacture  and  issue  of  counterfeit  notes  in 
the  state  of  Sao  Paulo,  has  been  acquitted, 

— The  cruiser  Benjamin  Constant  arrived  at 
Parahyha  under  sail  on  the  23rd  inst.  The  sani- 
tary state  of  vessel  and  crew  is  said  to  be  excellent. 

—The  municipal  council  ol  Araraquara,  &a« 
Paulo,  has  yielded  to  the  protests  of  the  citizens 
against  excessive  taxation.,  and  harmony  reigns 
once  more. 

—The  president*  of  the  Jockey  Club  and  Club 
Internacional  of  Sao  Paulo  have  been  summoned 
to  appear  at  the  police  station  to  give  explanations 
in  regard  to  gambling  in  those  clubs. 

— It  is  stated  that  small-pox  is  again  increasing 
across  the  bay  in  Nictheroy.  It  is  singular  that 
the  army  of  saniiary  officials  now  on  the  pay  rolls 
can  not  succeed  in  checking  this  disease. 

—An  Italian  was  fined  on  the  26th  in  Sao  Paulo 
for  carrying  prohibited  weapons.  That  is  all  right, 
but  how  about  the  young  Brazilians,  the  titles  dis- 
tinguidos,  who  carry  revolvers  and  sword  canes? 

— Late  news  from  Porto  Alegi  e  are  of  a  serious 
character.  Castilhos"  has  renewed  his  aggressions 
against  the  federalists,  and  is  apparently  seeking  to 
force  them  into  another  conflict.  When  is  this  to 
end? 

—The'  fever  epidemic  in  Sao  Simao,  S.  Paulo,  is 
still  far  from  being  extinct.  According  to  the  san- 
itary inspector  there  were  23  cases  under  treat- 
ment on  the  22nd,  and  new  cases  were  siili  ap- 
pearing. 

—A  recent  municipal  tax  on  hand  carts  in  San- 
tos is  causing  much  complaint,  on  account  of  being 
excessive.  It  seems  to  be  a  common  weakness  to 
make  all  such  licence  taxes,  especially  on  the  poor, 
excessively  burdensome.

All  this  should  be  prohi- 
bited, and  also  the  use  of  dynamite  in  bombs  and 
rockets.  It  would  he  an  act  of  consideration,  also, 
10  prohibit  these  bombs  and  rockets  after  10  o'clock

On  Sunday  evening 
a  pior  man  named  Jacobiuo  entered  a  restaurant 
in  Rua  de  S.  Christovao  an  1  called  for  coffee. 
When  be  paid  he  look  out  Ins  pocket-book  and  in 
searching  for  a  small  note  shaved  that  he  had  a 
hundred  odd  mil  reis  in  it.  Two  unknown  cus- 
tomers  saw  the  money,  followed  him  and  in  a 
lone'y  place  attacked  and  robbed  him,  leaving  him 
nearly  dead  from  the  blows  given  and  a  ra^or  cut 
in  the  throat. 

—It  must  be  confessed  that  the  Spaniards  are 
very  clumsy  bars,  not  apparently  from  want  of 
p-actice,  but  from  ignorance  0!  human  nature.

—A  telegram  from  Americo  Brasilions'e,  (near 
Araraquara),  Sao  Paulo,  of  the  21st  sflys  thai  the 
heavy  rains  which  have  fallen  there  have  caused 
much  damage  to  coffee  on  the  drying  floors.  The 
trees  also  were  much  injured  by  a  hailstorm, 

—The  directors  of  the  Santos  commercial  asso- 
ciation has  nominated  a  commission  to  ascertain 
Ihe  actual  stock  of  coffee  in  that  market  on  the 
301I1  inst.  The  commission  is  composed  of  Messrs. 
Francisco  Emilio  de  Sri,  Carlos  Luiz  da  Fonseca 
and  E.  Demarest. 

—A  subscriber  of  the  Diario  of  Rio  Claro,  Sao 
Paulo,  says  that  the  recent  hailstorm  caused  great 
damage  to  the  coffee  plantations  in  lhat  vicinity. 
It  mii-t  be  noted,  however,  lhat  all  of  these  notices 
icfer  to  the  fall  in  the  price  of  coffee  with  protests 
that  such  a  fall  is  unwarranted. 

—The  hailstorm  of  ihe  17th  is  said  to  have  done 
much  harm  to  the  coffee  trees  about  Amparo,  Sao 
Paulo,  .stripping  them  in  some  cases  completely  of 
leaves  and  fruit,  There  are  some  reasons  for  be- 
lieving, however,  that  the  estimated  damage  is 
much  exaggerated,  the  planter  still  believing  lhat 
he  can  influence  prices  by  such  reports. 

—  Reports  are  again  current  of  the  sale  of  the 
Fnzenda  Dumrmt,  one  of  the  largest  coffee  planta- 
tions in  Sao  Paulo.  It  is  said  that  representatives 
of  an  English  syndicate  are  now  visiting  ihe  pro- 
perty. Later  advices  are  to  the  effect  that  the 
proprietors  are  seeking  a  loan  in  London,  and  the 
visitors  are  concerned  with  this  and  not  with  a  pur- 
chase. 


COPPEE  IN  NYASSALAND, 
Judging  from  information  which  has  reached  the 
island  in  various  ways  the  future  of  coffee  in  llrit- 
ish  Central  Africa  is  very  bright  and  hopeful,  The 
sod  and  climate  appear  to  be  very  suitable,  and 
labor,  if  difficult  to  procure  in  sufficient  numbers, 
is  at  any  rale  cheap,  whilst  every  possible  assist- 
ance is  being  given  in  private  enterprise  by  those 
in  nuthority.  The  one  drawback,  so  far,  appears 
to  be  transport,  but  tins  is  always  ihe  case  in  new. 
ly.opened  countries,  and  will  soon  disappear,  for 
willi  a  fine  waterway  like  the  Shire  liver  running 
well  into  the  interior,  it  will  only  require  the  open- 
ing of  good  cart  roads  to  connect  estates  with  the 
river  on  which  steamers  are  able  to  ply  for  a  con. 
sidcrable  distance.     Not  only   so,  but  a  railway  is 

Erojected,  we  understand,  from  a  spot  on  the  river 
eyond  which  steamers  cannot  ply,  and  ibis,  when 
constructed,  ought  to  give  great  facilities  for  agri- 
cultural entcrptise  of  all  sorts.  The  few  notes  we 
publish  to-dny  from  one  now  engaged  in  coffee 
planting  there  will  be  read  with  interest,  coming 
as  they  do  from  one  who  had  a  long  experience  in 
Ceylon  and  who  is  now  in  charge  of  a  considerable 
acreage  of  land  over  there— all  destined  before 
long  to  be  opened  up  in  coffee.  As  regards  what 
is  said  of  the  climate,  we  cannot  but  think  lhat 
this  will  improve  as  the  country  becomes  more 
Opened  up,  as  has  invariably  been  Ihe  case  in  Cey- 
lon, in  India  and  in  the  Straits  so  that  in  time 
there  ought  not  to  tie  any  complaint  on  this  score. 
And  the  indigenous  population  will  in  all  proba- 
bility take  more  kindly  to  estate  work  as  time  goei 
on — as  the  Sinhalese  here  have  done.  Agricul- 
turally, we  believe,  coffee  is  doing  remarkably  well 
in  the  district,  the  trees  showing  a  healthy  growth 
at  18  months,  and  very  little  signs  of  leal  disease. 
We  can  only  hope  that  the  "New  Ceylon"  in 
Africa  will  have  a  prosperous  future  before  it. — 
Ceylon  Times,  May  3.

COFPEE  IN  CEYLON. 

The  report  of  the  director  of  the  Royal  Botanic 
Gardens,  of  Ceylon,  for  ihe  year  1S9,",  gives  the 
following  in  regard  to  coffee  :  — 

"A  lemnrkableand  interesting  fact  is  a  large  in- 
crease in  the  export  during  1S95,  this  being  more 
than  double  that  ol  1S94,  viz.,  65,833  cwt.  This  is 
the  first  time  for  many  years  that  this  has  occurred. 
A  gratifying  circumstance,  too,  is  that  6,076  cwt. 
of  this  is  "native"  coffee— nearly  four  times  the 
amount   of   last    year.     It  is  to  be  understood  that

The 
company  is  a  small  one,  but  it  is  composed  of  ex- 
ceptionally clever  acrobats  and  athletes,  who  go 
through  with  iheir  wonderful  feats  with  that  quiet, 
undemonstrative  maimer  which  seems  to  be  an  in- 
separable feature  of  every  Japanese  performance.

—There  are  said  to  be  90  buildings  in  construc- 
tion at  Bello  Horizonte,  the  future  capital  of  the 
slate  of  Minas  Geraes. 

— The  steamer  Britannia,  formerly  owned  by 
the  Pacific  company,  has  arrived  at  Genoa  and  will 
shortly  undergo  thorough  repairs. 

—A  legislative  act  in  Pard  authorizes  a  6  per 
cent  guarantee  on  a  capital  o(  2,000,000$  employed 
in  promoting  the  erection  of  houses  in  lhat  city. 

—The  slate  of  Sao  Paulo  is  still  receiving  large 
qnaniilies  ol  disinfectants.  It  is  to  be  feared  that 
there  is  more  waste  than  benefit  in  their  employ- 
ment. 

—A  S.  Paulo  telegram  of  ihe  27th  slates  that 
the  Prado  family  has  obtained  in  Paris  a  loan  of 
2,400,000  francs  secured  by  a  mortgage  on  the 
plantation  of  S.  Martinho. 

—In  Santos  fines  are  being  imposed  on  business 
houses  lound  open  after  10  o'clock  ai  night.  Now 
let  all  the  boys  be  fined  wdio  are  not  in  bed  at  that 
hour  and  we  shall  applaud, 

—The  May  exports  of  rubber  Irom  Para  amount- 
ed to  688,394  kilos,  and  from  Manaos  to  225,535 
kilos.  Ol  the  total  556,394  kilos  went  lo  Europe 
and  357,535  to  the  United  States. 

—There  was  a  conflict  in  the  public  market  of 
this  city  on  the  22nd  inst.  liecatise  of  the  high  prices 
asked  for  the  necessaries  of  life.  A  few  deputies 
ought  lo  be  mixed  up   in  some  of  these  disorders. 

— The  construction  of  public  highways  to  con- 
nect country  towns  with  the  railways  in  Sao  Paulo 
is  one  of  the  best  indications  ol  progress  and  pub- 
lic spirit  that  we  have  seen  here  in  Brazil  in  a  long 
time. 

—  Dr,  Rangel  Pestana  has  been  appointed  repre- 
sentative of  the  Banco  da  Republica  in  the  state  of 
S.  Paulo  with  a  salary  of  20,000$  per  annum.  This 
doubtless  consoles  him  for  his  failure  to  be  elected 
to  the  senate, 

—Up  to  the  present  the  new  inspector  of  the 
custom-house,  in  the  measures  which  he  has  adopt- 
ed,  seems  to  be  doing  more  to  embarrass  trade  than 
to  promote  the  discovery  and  punishment  of  the 
authors  of  frauds. 

—The  sale  of  the  number  of  the  Liberdade  com- 
memorating  the  death  of  Admiral  Saldauha  da 
Gama  was  very  large.  Newspaper  agencies  which 
usually  sell  from  20  10  25  copies  sold  on  that  day 
from  too  to  150. 

—A  number  of  employe's  of  the  Bahia  custom- 
house were  dismissed  on  Lite  22nd  because  of  the 
robberies  and  frauds  occuning  there.  Little  by 
little  the  "irue  inwardness"  of  these  public  depart- 
ments is  becoming  known.

—We  are  glad  to  stale  that  Judr>e  Aurelmno  de 
Campos,  distiict  judge  of  this  capital,  has  rejected 
ihe  application  of  ihe  municipality  Ux  an  embargo 
On  ihe  introduction  of  fresh  beef  from  the  Maruhy 
abattoir.  The  judge  claims  that  the  monopoly 
which  the  municipality  seeks  to  maintain  is  illegal. 

—Insurance  in  Rio  has  vicissitudes.  In  the  re- 
cently  published  report  of  tiie  directors  of  the  Bra* 
t.\\  Federal  company  it  is  stated  that  the  I!anco  In- 
termediario  sued  them  on  the  contract  for  a  pur- 
chase of  Geral  debentures  and  won,  with  a  loss  10 
the  brazil  Federal,  including  legal  expenses,  of 
122,000$. 

—It  is  said  that  dhpalch-cleik  Araujo,  who  was 
Concerned  in  some  of  the  custom  house  frauds  de-

—There  was  a  meeting  of  meichants  and  citizens 
at  Araraquara,  Sao  Paulo,  on  the  21st  inst.  to  pro- 
test against  the  onerous  taxes  imposed  by  the  mu- 
nicipal council.  The  town  is  only  just  recovering 
from  The  long  fever  epidemic  which  nearly  depo- 
pulated il  for  some  seven  or  eight  months,  and  the 
people  are  in  no  position  to  meet  the  exactions.  A 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  calling  upon 
the  aldermen  lo  resign.

Financial   Notes 


—On  Saturday  the  cash  balance  in  the  treasury 
was  21,500,000$,  which  is  1,500,000$  less  than  the 
amount  of  the  balance  two  weeks  ago.  It  is  not 
stated  what  pan  of  it  consists  of  bonus. 

— One  of  our  SSo  Paulo  exchanges  says  that  they 
are  expecting  state  revenue  stamps  bom  Rio  de 
Janeiro  to  an  aggregate  value  of  245,000$.  We 
presume  these  have  been  printed  at  the  mint, 
where  it  has  become  so  difficult  to  get  nickel  coin- 
ed fast  enough  for  the  urgent  needs  of  the  country. 
If  the  government  would  turn  over  the  coining 
stamps  to  tiie  national  printing  office,  perhaps  the 
difficulty  would  be  solved. 

—The  May  receipts  of  the  Para  rtcebedoria 
amounted  to  66o,4S7$999,  of  which  3,S35$oii 
Were. deposits  and  97, 138^294  were  tortile  muni- 
cipalities. Of  the  remaining  559,514^694,  tiie 
principal  items  of  revenue  were,  442,l6j$52l  from

MARKET    REPORT. 

Bio  de  Janeiro,  >o,th  June,  1896. 
Exports. 

Coffee  —  The  week  has  been  decidedly  active,  and  the 
reported  sales  sum  up  about  54,000  bags,  of  which  nearly  all 
again  for  the  United  Slates,  and  shipments  have  been  hur- 
ried. Naturally  the  demand  was  at  once  availed  of  by  the 
factors  to  advance  prices,  and  exactly  how  low  the  market  fell 
is  impossible  to  discover;  some  brokers  have  considered  it 
proper  to  maintain  the  quotations  unchanged,  while  others 
quote  higher,  and  the  general  impression  seems  to  be  that 
the  run  ot  the  sales  made  was  realised  about  on  the  basis  of 
i6$ooo  perarroba  for  No.  7.  The  movement  was  uui  alto, 
get  Iter  expected,  for  most  parties  counted  only  upon  a  rena' 
wal  of  the  daily  "hand-to-mouth"  purchases  and  there  has 
been,  and  is,  a  good  deal  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  duration 
of  the  demand,  which  results  in  dealers  endeavouring  to 
accompany  the  maiket,  without  taking  any  great  risks.  Re- 
ceipts both  here  and  in  Santos  increase  very  slowly,  and  un- 
less a  total  cessation  of  demand  fallows  the  recent  activity  it 
seems  impossible  to  expect  a  decline  in  prices  at  this  end. 

The  market  opened  on  the  32nd  with  No.  7  quoted  at 
16*000—  16*300  per  arroba,  but  on  the  next  day  i5$9oa  was 
spoken  of  as  the  basis  of  sales  amounting  to  about  7,000  bags. 
On  the  35th  the  reported  sales  were  about  13,000  bags,  and 
some  if  the  brokers  quoted  at  16*300,  and  on  the  following 
day  nearly  30,000  bags  changed  hands,  establishing,  it  was 
said  a  basis  of  about  16*400.  On  Saturday  further  sales  of 
10,000  bags  were  reported  and  the  market  closed  steady,  but 
as  we  mention  above,  somewhat  under  the  influence  of  the 
suspicion  that  exporters'  urgent  necessities  are  about  satisfied.
